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FOREWORD 


The Greek coins in the collection of John Max Wulfing were published in the Ancient Coins in North 
American Collections series in 1979. It is not to discount the quality or importance of the earlier collection 
to acknowledge what quickly emerges from this volume, that Wulfing focused his interest on the Roman 
series. The 769 pieces described here reflect and illustrate events and movements, both historical and 
numismatic, of the last two and one-half centuries of the Roman Republic, from the first tentative 
probings beyond the confines of central Italy to the final collapse of the Second Triumvirate and the end 
of the old order in 31 B.C. 

The very first item in the catalogue is an example of aes signatum, a primitive and peculiarly Roman 
mode of storing wealth. These cast ingots, metrologically based on the Roman pound, were produced 
from the fifth century to the third. They were succeeded by a hybrid system, one part Italic and the 
other Greek in origin. Roman aes grave (here nos. 10-14) reflects the traditional preference for full-value 
copper currency, while the struck silver didrachm (here represented by nos. 2 and 7) derives directly from 
the Greek coinages of southern Italy and Sicily. The copper coinage presumably responded to domestic 
demands while the silver recognized the need to meet massive expenses posed by the War with Pyrrhus 
(280-275) and the First Punic War (264-241) as well as Rome’s increasing commerce with her neighbors 
and emergence as a power in the western Mediterranean. During the conflict with Carthage the earlier 
didrachms of Greek idiom were succeeded by issues with greater domestic appeal (e.g. Roma/Victory, no. 
17) and later by the Janiform Dioscuri/Jupiter and Victory in quadriga (the ‘“‘quadrigatus ’’, nos. 21-23). 
On both the legend ROMA replaces the ROMANO of earlier issues. 

The Second Punic War (218-202) was a historical and numismatic crux. The denarius, two-thirds the 
weight of the earlier didrachm and almost immediately further lightened, was introduced ca. 211 and 
quickly became the standard silver coin, linchpin of a system that endured for over four centuries. The 
copper currency had dropped to a sixth of its earlier weight by the time of the earliest denarii and was 
now struck rather than cast (see nos. 29-30, 35, 37). The denarius, which initially bore the types 
Roma/Dioscuri (e.g. nos. 45, 48, 62-63) was tariffed at ten asses and appropriately marked with the 
numeral X, but in fact it represented the permanent replacement of copper by silver as the basis of the 
monetary system. Under the Republic, gold was issued only occasionally, and usually under wartime 
conditions (as no. 44 and, later, nos. 666 and 713). 

In the aftermath of the triumph over Hannibal at Zama, the denarius stabilized and its types were 
virtually unchanged—Roma/Dioscuri or Roma/deity in biga or quadriga (for an interesting variant see 
no. 185). This coinage was produced at the temple of Juno Moneta under the direction of the tresviri 
monetales, who first marked, then began to sign their issues (compare nos. 64 and 136 with nos. 181 and 
194). In or about 140 the denarius was retariffed at 16 asses, and XVI, then the monogram % briefly 
replaced the traditional mark of denomination (nos. 166-69, 180-81, etc. to 293). The proliferation of 
personal types during the succeeding decades may be associated with political unrest beginning in the 
Gracchan period. Moneyers used reverse types to proclaim the glory of their ancestors: typical themes 
include a forefather’s victory over the Carthaginians (no. 221), a career as censor and princeps senatus 
(no. 252), fidelity to comrades on the battlefield (no. 324), or lineage extending back to the regal period 
(no. 355). 

During the last half-century of the Republic, coin types were informed by politics and military 
leadership. Sulla’s coins display a triumphator crowned by Victory (no. 483); M. Iunius Brutus recalls his 
ancestor L. Iunius Brutus and, with the image of Libertas, his proclamation of the Republic in 509 
(no. 612). The legends on the coins of Caesar proclaim his political program (nos. 681-84), and the intro- 
duction of his own image on the obverse—the place traditionally occupied by a deity or quasi-divine 
figure—broke new ground (nos. 679-85). In the struggle for succession M. Antonius imitated Caesar in a 


spate of issues that proliferates with the impending confrontation with Octavian (nos. 745-67). His oppo- 
nent emphasized the legitimacy of his claim with the legend DIVI F (no. 744), and after Actium had 
nearly half a century to shape the imperial coinage in his own image. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge the assistance of those who helped to bring this project to completion. 
The editor is most grateful to Dr. W. Maxwell Cowan, Provost and Executive Vice Chancellor of the 
University, for his appreciation of the role of the classics in higher education and especially for his 
generous support of this work. Mr. Leslie A. Elam and Dr. William E. Metcalf, respectively Director and 
Chief Curator of the American Numismatic Society, gave expert attention to the preparation of the 
manuscript for the press. 

Mr. Keith Candiotti served as undergraduate assistant during a part of the period in which the book was 
produced. He was even then an experienced collector and dealer in coins and other artifacts and thus 
brought to the task a wide range of information and enthusiasm for the common endeavor. His congenial- 
ity, wit and self-reliance made our association both productive and enjoyable. At this writing he is 
entering his third year of medical studies in preparation for a career as a physician and research scientist, 
work in which he is certain to succeed. Also, Mrs. Doris Suits merits our thanks for typing a difficult 
manuscript with great care. 

Finally, all the photography and the indices are the work of the editor.
